Tugboat Annie was born four 
years after her real-life proto- 
type died, Norman Reilly Raine 
told Marjorie Rambeau yester- 
day. Born on a foggy day in 
Tacoma, Washington. 

Miss Rambeau is playing the 
famous character in Warner 
Bros. “Tugboat Annie Sails 
Again,’ newest of the woman 
tugboat captain’s adventures. 
Raine, on the same film com- 
pany’s payroll, frequently watch- 
es his favorite heroine taking 
shape once again, and wonders 
if the shade of her prototype, 
Thea Foss, is looking on. 

“Unfortunately, I missed see- 
ing this famous Tacoma charac- 
ter when I first visited the city 
in 1924, during Thea Foss’s life- 
time,” Raine explained. “I was 
then a forecastle hand, and a 
malaria-ridden one at that. 

“But I came back in 1931 as 
a fairly well-known writer of 
short stories. She had died in 
1927, but she was still a pic- 
turesque tradition of the water- 
front. So she came to my mind 
when, lecturing at the Univers- 
ity of Washington, I decided to 
write a story of a woman tug- 
boat captain. 

“Knocking around to get tug- 
boat atmosphere, I met Thea’s 
son, Wedell Foss, one of the 
heads of the great Foss Launch 
and Tugboat Co. He turned out 
to be a great biographer. He ex- 
plained that he not only wished 
to honor his mother, but to make 
the public tugboat-conscious and 
Puget Sound-conscious. He suc- 
ceeded in doing so through me, 
but I am sure that if I had 
not happened along, some other 
writer would have dug into the 
gold of the Tugboat Annie tra- 
dition.” 

The Foss tugboat empire 
started when a Norwegian 
ship’s carpenter and his family 
arrived in Tacoma with $2 in 
cash and a chest of tools. An- 
drew Foss salvaged two huge 
cedar logs and some drifting 
lumber, built a floating home 
that was the family’s head- 
quarters for years. Thea Foss 
not only cared for three sons 
and a daughter, but while her 


man was absent for a month 
on a carpenter job across the 
Sound, she started what was to 
become the great tugboat busi- 
ness. 

It began as a $20 rowboat 
which Thea bought for $5, sold 
for $15. By the time her hus- 
band returned she had a fleet 
of four boats and $40 her boat- 
trading and boat-renting had 
earned. From this she got her 
start in the tug trade and at 
long last built up a _ million- 
dollar corporation to be passed 
on to the three sons while Thea 
became immortalized after death 
in film and fiction. 

In “Tugboat Annie 
Again,” 


Sails 
which opens Friday at 


the Strand, the rival captain 
(who also had his prototype in 
real life) —is played by Alan 
Hale. Some faithful retainers 
of Annie’s are portrayed by 
Paul Hurst, Victor Kilian and 
Chill Wills, while the youthful 
romance of the picture is car- 
ried by Ronald Reagan and Jane 
Wyman, well known as _ the 
comedy team of “Brother Rat.”

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REMEMBER THIS LADY? She’s Tugboat Annie, the scrappy skip- 
per made famous by Norman Reilly Raine in the Saturday Evening 
Post. Now she’s back in the movies in the person of Marjorie 
Rambeau. “Tugboat Annie Sails Again’? — Friday at the Strand. 


When she and her friends 
rented row boats from Thea 
Foss for a day’s outing, Mar- 
jorie’ Rambeau had no way of 
knowing that she would one 
day portray this grand old “skip- 
per” who, through the stories of 
Norman Reilly Raine, became 
known fictionally to an admir- 
ing nation as “Tugboat Annie.” 

It was back in the days when 
Miss Rambeau was appearing 
with the Charlie King stock 
company in Tacoma, Washing- 
ton that she first became aware 
of this fabulous character. Now, 
so many years later, Miss Ram- 
beau has donned the “captain’s” 
garb to give a colorful portrayal 
in “Tugboat Annie Sails Again,” 
which opens Friday at the 
Strand. 

“Though I never actually 
knew Thea Foss,” said Miss 
Rambeau, “I remember that 
even then I admired her tre- 
mendously. We used to rent 
boats from her, and I would 
see her dashing around the 
harbor looking after her 
astounding enterprise. Even 
then she was something of a 


legend in Tacoma and many 
stories about her exploits were 
told by the sailors and captains 
on the waterfront.” 

Thea Foss, who built up a 
thriving business with a five 
dollar rowboat, was a remark- 
able woman. Miss Rambeau re- 
members being impressed by 
her strength of character, her 
integrity and her unimpeach- 
able honesty. 

“In those days,” she said, “it 
was counter to convention for a 
woman to engage in business as 
actively as a man. That she 
should have succeeded, and even 
outstripped her competitors, won 
her respect and admiration.” 

With all these qualities went 
a kindness and grandness of 
spirit that made her beloved by 
all who knew her, and her fame, 
through the fictionized adven- 
tures recounted by Raine, spread 
throughout the country. 

Asked how she felt about the 
opportunity to portray the grand 
old lady whom she had long ago 
known, though slightly, Miss 
Rambeau answered quietly, 
“What do you think?”

‘Tugboat Annie’ Has Own Lingo 


When a cliche is not a cliche is after Marjorie Rambeau uses 
it in Warner Bros. “Tugboat Annie Sails Again,” the film which 
is scheduled to open Friday at the Strand. 


Part of the characterization 
of Norman Reilly Raine’s fa- 
mous tug-dwelling heroine, in 
her new adventures, is her reck- 
less use of banal sayings. But 
they’re no longer banal when 
Annie says them, for she always 
gets them picturesquely and 
startlingly wrong. 

“Sign right here on the spotted 
line,” she says. 

That’s one of hundreds. Every 
bit of her dialogue contains ex- 
cliches made _ original and 
refreshing by the _ slip-of-the- 
tongue method. 

“And it’s the toughest line- 
reading I’ve ever encountered 
in my long stage and screen 
career,” Miss Rambeau declares. 
“Having to change a cliche that’s 
as familiar on the tongue as a 
pair of old shoes on the feet, 
is murder — plain murder.” 

To make things worse, Alan 
Hale, Ronald Reagan and Jane 
Wyman, other stars in the film, 
have acquired the habit of think- 
ing up cliches just for fun. 

“It has become a game to in- 


vent them around the set, so 
after listening to a few, I find 
them slipping into my dialogue,” 
Miss Rambeau explains. ‘“How- 
ever, one or two that got there 
by accident, stuck. Director Lew 
Seiler liked them. 

“There was one, for example, 
in which I was supposed to say 
‘snake in the bushes’ instead of 
‘snake in the grass.’ Alan Hale, 
rehearsing his ‘Captain Bull- 
winkle’ lines with me, said, ‘A 
snake in the bushes is worth two 
in the hand.’ Of course, in the 
first take I got confused and 
said that. For an old trouper 
like me, muffing a line that way 
was pretty irritating. 

“We were about to retake the 
scene when we noticed that 
everybody was laughing. The 
way it had worked into the con- 
versation, it was funny. So it 
stayed in, and two stones were 
killed by one bird —oho! — 
what did I tell you about this 
cliche-twisting of Annie’s get- 
ting to be a habit?”

The theatrical dis- 
trict was what you’d now con- 
sider ‘way down town. Mr. and 
Mrs. Vernon Castle were pre- 
siding at Castle House and were 
the talk of the town with their 
new dances, the Fox Trot, the 
Castle Walk and the Maxixe. 
The fabulous Mrs. Leslie Carter, 
with her emerald green eyes and 
her bright red hair all the way 
down to her toes, was a sensa- 
tion in “Zaza,” “Camille,” “Mag- 
da” and “The Second Mrs. Tan- 
quary.”

Eva LeGallienne was playing her 
first part, that of a page in 
“Monna Vanna.” 

And I was opening in my first

could go even farther back. My 
first opening was in 1901 at the 
Aleazar in San Francisco. 

So you see—I had my day. 
I had my day on Broadway when 
the great stars were there, when 
New York was really New York. 
I became a star too and I loved 
it. I treasure the many kind 
things that were said about me. 

No farewell engagements for 
Rambeau, please. 

“Who,” they would say, “who 
is that old dame come back to 
try again?” 

I started so young and played 
in so many plays—I was on 
Broadway for 18 years — that 
people think I’m a great deal 
older than I am. 

I’m satisfied. And now I have 
something new and interesting 
to do. I’m in the movies! 


There’s a place, a very im- 
portant place, in Hollywood for 
maturer players. Of course, Hol- 
lywood will always require 
youth and what’s called glam- 
our, but Hollywood also requires 
experience to make its stories 
work and hang together. I think 
more and more producers are 
realizing that. 

Two of my recent roles have 
convinced me again that I am 
right. Warners’ “Tugboat Annie 
Sails Again” and “East of the 
River” are the stories I mean. 
The whole reason for being in 
these films depends upon the 
characters of two old women. 
Annie in “Tugboat” is Irish and 
belligerent and, to me, a real 
and lovable person. Mama Ravi- 
oli in “East of the River,” who’s 
Italian and voluble, is, to me, 
perfectly charming. I played 
both roles, one right after the 
other. It was the next thing to 
stage work, where your variety 
of characterizations is so im- 
portant to you. 

The younger actresses seldom 
get these chances in Hollywood. 
They come to us older ones be- 
cause we are — well, maturer. 

I’m lucky. I had Broadway. I 
love my work now. And isn’t 
every player supposed to yearn 
for a chance to retire to the 
country and raise chickens? 

We have a ranch in the Valley 
— and 5,000 hens. 


Boy For The Reagans? 


Ronald Reagan hopes it will 
be a girl. His missus, Jane Wy- 
man, playing opposite him in

“So we'll compromise and 
have a boy,” says Reagan.

Your exploitation is full steam ahead with a tugboat race 
between rival companies or captains. With the great deal 
of competition that exists between boats this should be 
easy to arrange and it will start your showing off with a 
bang. The race should be run over a set course, with any 
number of boats competing, but the captain and crew of 
the winning boat only attend your opening as guests of 
honor. Make it a gala event by notifying the papers and the 
public in advance, invite prominent local civic officials or 
waterfront organization heads to attend as judges. Give 
it all you've got and it will pay off at the box-office. 


Set up a lobby display of tugboat accessories and harbor 
props. You can promote them along the waterfront if your 
town lies on a river, one of the big lakes, or an ocean. Drape 
fish nets, ropes, block and tackle, hawsers around; place a 
few bales of cargo in noticeable places; display life pre- 
servers, boathooks, compass, sextant, log book, chrono- 
meter, telescope, etc.
